It may b e th a t too little money is spent in 
this cou ntry for “pu re research” — th at is, sci­ 
entific research for the discov ery of general 
tru th, w ithou t regard to particu lar application or 
profit. Some of ou r scientific folk hav e u rged 
larger ex penditu re for th at pu rpose. 
Bu t certainly we lead the world in ou r indu s­ 
trial research. 
The National Indu strial Conference Board 
finds th a t there is $200,000,000 a y ear spent for 
th a t pu rpose in the United States. Tw o-thirds of 
it is spent b y indu strial corporations and the 
other third b y the gov ernment. More than 1,000 
American companies m aintain research div isions, 
financed b y them, and 7 0 trade associations do 
likewise. Su ch activ ity has dou b led in the past 
few y ears. 
Some old-fashioned b u siness men still consid­ 
er ex penditu res for mere research ex pensiv e and 
im practical b u t they are steadily b eing won ov er. 
The tru th is th at American indu stry owes its 
su premacy today largely to this kind of scien­ 
tific pioneering.
